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PREFACE 


The present bibliography is intended as a guide to current and accessible material about primary 
education in most of the countries of Asia. In view of the strides made by Asian primary schools 
and the growing interest in them on the part of educators in other countries, the reference list 
comes as a timely introduction to the question. As far as possible, official sources are given, 
and material in Western languages is cited in preference to the more detailed, but unfortunately 
less accessible, material in the languages spoken in the countries covered. 

The introductory article is based on an extensive survey, conducted by Unesco during 1959, 
which involved an analysis of available information, visits to the countries by four educational 
specialists, and a subsequent meeting by these consultants to write the report. The resulting 
document of 113 pages has recently been submitted to an official conference of educational 
authorities from all the States concerned (Karachi, 28 December 1959 to 9 January 1960). But as 
the survey in document form is unlikely to be available to librarians and students of education, 
the present somewhat lengthy abstract of it seems justified. 

The Unesco survey has been essentially forward-looking, i.e. focused on problems, needs and 
trends, with a view to clarifying future action. These considerations have also set the framework 
for the bibliography which follows. 

The Asian States dealt with are: Afghanistan, Burma, Cambodia, Ceylon, India, Indonesia, 
Iran, Republic of Korea, Laos, Federation of Malaya, Nepal, Pakistan, Philippines, Thailand 
and Viet-Nam. 











INTRODUCTION 


THE PRIMARY SCHOOLS OF ASIA 


The importance of primary schooling in Asia 
hardly needs stressing. In terms both of the size 
of the enterprise and of its rapid evolution, this is 
one of the most important developments in contem- 
porary education. Some evidence on this point 
may be presented in tabular form:

THE OBJECTIVES OF PRIMARY EDUCATION 


The traditional concept of primary education 
emphasized the three R's and the attainment of 
literacy. But recent policies in Asia have shown 
a shift in emphasis from this simple goal to a 
more diversified set of objectives. Although the 
statements of the different countries vary both in 
content and in form (some being embodied in 
official texts, others representing the unofficial 
views of leading educators) it is safe to make the 
general statement that primary education is now 
expected: 
1. to give an adequate mastery over the basic 
tools of learning, 
2. to prepare for good citizenship, 
3. to develop a love for the nation, its traditions 
and culture, and encourage the desire to work for 
national improvement, 
4. to develop proper personal, social and moral 
qualities, 
5. to develop aesthetic and artistic aptitudes, 
6. to develop necessary skills and to provide 
such pre-vocational education as would enable 
the children to earn their own livelihood, and, 
7. generally to bring about an all-round develop- 
ment of the child's personality and to prepare 
him for a better and more fruitful participation 
in community life and national reconstruction. 
This change in the goals set for primary 
‘chooling has been particularly pronounced over 
the past decade and has brought with it far- 
reaching implications for various educational 
matters: the duration of the course, the quality 
of teaching, the preparation of teachers and 
naturally, financial provisions. A number of 
problems inevitably result from the conflict 
between broad aims and limited means. 


THE PROVISION OF PRIMARY EDUCATION 


The duration of the primary school course varies 
from a minimum of four years to a maximum of 
seven. In Burma the four year course in reality 
lasts five years, since either a kindergarten 
class is attached (Rangoon system) or the first 
class is divided into two grades. Variations 
occur within India and Pakistan, but the national 
trends are towards a five-grade course; this is 
the case also in Nepal and Viet-Nam. The re- 
maining countries of the region have a six-year 
primary school, but frequently in rural areas an 
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incomplete form is found with three or four grades. 
The system in Thailand stands apart. The primary 
course lasts four years, and the number of child- 
ren staying on has led to the setting up of 

"primary extension courses" of three years, the 
intention being to institute a seven-year primary 
course as soon as possible. 

The question of the length of primary schooling 
may be examined from two points of view: whether 
the duration permits the achievement of the goals 
set; and whether the present provision of schools 
is adequate for the child population. 

On the first point, it is clear that as long as the 
majority of children receive only a primary edu- 
cation, no lasting training for citizenship or all- 
round development of the personality can be 
expected in a four, five or even six-year course. 
This dilemma between aims and reality has led to 
proposals for a double programme in the primary 
school: a first stage, lasting at least five years, 
which would emphasize the basic skills; anda 
second stage directed to the newer objectives. In 
the countries with a six-year programme, such as 
Ceylon, the implication is that the lower secondary 
cycle of three years should be generalized and 
become compulsory. 

The relationship between the child population 
and the present provision of schools raises the 





question how far primary schooling is effectively 
made compulsory. All Asian States accept the 
principle of universal, free and compulsory pri- 
mary education; indeed, most of the States with 
newly-won independence have entrenched the 
individual right to education in their constitutions. 
However, ina large part of the region, the enforce 
ment of school attendance has not yet become a 
reality. The main obstacle is that there are not 
yet enough schools - there can be no question of 
the strength of the popular demand for education - 
and governments are hesitant to pass laws enfor- 
cing attendance which cannot be put into force. 

In many countries, notably Burma, India and 
Pakistan, the policy of limited areas of compulsion 
is favoured. Particular districts or regions are 
declared subject to compulsory school attendance, : 
ard tl se are being progressively extended. In 
others, such as the Philippines and Thailand, a 
nation-wide scheme of compulsory education is 
being developed. Ceylon is the only State in the 
region to have achieved a programme of six years 
of schooling for all the children, and to have begun 
the application of compulsion to grades 7 to 9. 

A summary view of the age-range to which 
compulsory education now applies and the extent 
of school provision, is given in the table on 
the following page.

N.B. The total enrolment in Thailand given here includes 3,091,728 children of school age only, the rest 


being either under or over-age. Hence the percentage of enrolment is only about 95%. 


The total enrolment in Korea given here exceeds the total number of school age children in the 
6-12 age group because the number in that group is probably underestimated. Moreover, 
primary schools probably also include over-age pupils. 





FACTORS AFFECTING THE 
PROGRESS OF PRIMARY EDUCATION 


Figures quoted earlier show large variations in 
the progress made in the different countries. It 
might be inferred that such differences result 
from the varying emphasis put on primary educa- 
tion by the public authorities or the public at 
large. Such a view is, of course, over-simpli- 
fied. The determining factors are those which 
make for the wide cultural, political and economic 
variations within the region. A brief resumé can 
only touch upon a few of the main factors which 
directly affect primary schooling. 

Among the physical factors, scattered rural 
population is probably most important. The 
situation is most acute in Nepal, where in as many 
as 24,400 population centres out of 28, 800 there 
are less than 500 people. About half the rural 
population centres in India have less than 200 
people; and many other States face the same 
problem. Inadequate means of communication and 
transport and difficult climatic conditions also 
hamper the extension of schooling. Zones with 
endemic diseases are a particular problem, since 
it is difficult to provide them with teachers and the 
proper development of the children is retarded. 

Socially, the status of women in some parts of 
Asia still makes it difficult to recruit enough 
women teachers and to increase the enrolment of 
girls at school. However, in about half the coun- 
tries being considered, the enrolment of girls in 
primary schools is between 75% and 100% of the 
enrolment of boys. In a few countries the tribal 
populations, some of which are nomadic, consti- 
tute another form of social obstacle to the spread 
of education. 

Language problems occur throughout the region, 
and especially in the States which have recently 
become independent. In schools, the conversion 
from the use of a foreign language to instruction 
in the national language has required a vast change 
in terms of teacher training, textbooks and other 
teaching materials, and despite progress so far, 
the problems are still present. In a few of the 
larger States the situation becomes further com- 
plicated by the number of languages spoken in the 
national territory. 

The population structure has a direct bearing 
on the rate of progress towards universal 
schooling. In all Asian countries, birth rates are 
high while death rates are falling because of better 
health services and improved standards of living. 
For the immediate future, the numbers of school 
age children are rising rapidly - and proportion- 
ately to the children, the wage-earning adults are 
fewer than in countries of the West. 

Economic factors remain, for Asia, those which 
militate most strongly against educational pro- 
gress. Poverty of the individual parent or 
family; lack of productivity in nations where 
most of the people are on the land and industriali- 
zation is just beginning - these are problems

which are commonly found. On the other hand, 
one of the necessary means for economic develop- 
ment is the extension of education - and the 
progress achieved during the past decade shows 
that official policy in all countries of the region is 
based upon this principle. 


TEACHERS 


A survey of the numbers of teachers in service 
and the arrangements for training primary school 
teachers leads to the following general conclusions. 

The trend is toward requiring that primary 
teachers should have completed secondary school- 
ing and a professional training course of two 
further years - or twelve years of education in 
ell. “everal States, such as Korea and the 
Philippines, have already reached this goal and 
are raising their certification requirements. But 
most countries of the region still have a variety 
of training courses which are at secondary school 
level, and are only progressively reaching the 
stage of ensuring that all teachers in public 
schools are trained, and are at the same time 
raising the standard of the training course. 

To a consicerable extent, improvements in 
teacher training depend on the expansion of 
secondary education. It is particularly in regard 
to the schooling of girls and the provision of 
schools in rural areas that the lack of secondary 
education appears to have a detrimental effect on 
recruitment for the teaching profession. 

At the same time, the effort to raise the stan- 
dard of training brings with it the need for 
improving the economic status of the primary 
school teacher - a serious problem owing to its 
financial implications for governments. Further- 
more, the competing pull of other occupations is 
now strong enough to make it increasingly diffi- 
cult to recruit the better students for teacher 
training centres, yet the entire programme for 
improving primary education must stand or fall 
with the quality of teachers. 

From the quantitative point of view, there is 
no basic shortage of teachers at the present state 
of development of primary education. Pupil- 
teacher ratios (taken as national averages - never 
a very safe measure) are not excessive. The a 
expansion of teacher training centres has been 
rapid, especially in Indonesia, where this element 
of the school system was singled out for priority 
treatment as early as 1948. The essence of the 
problem lies rather in the future: how to obtain 
the additional teachers needed for universal 
primary schooling; and how to improve the 
qualifications of most of those already in service. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


Administrative practices vary in this regard. 
In some States, such as Afghanistan, the central 








government has sole responsibility for construc- 
ting and maintaining primary school buildings. 
Elsewhere, as in Burma, this responsibility falls 
on the local community. More often the burden is 
shared between different levels of government; 
this is the case with India and Pakistan. 

A review of the building situation shows that the 
problem is acute throughout the region. Not only 
are new classes needed to increase enrolments, 
but a high proportion of those already in use 
require repair or improvement, or are rented 
premises. 

Action to deal with the problem on the part of 
the central government may be entrusted to a 
special section in the Ministry responsible for 
designing and constructing buildings, making long- 
term plans and floating loans for the financing of 
such schemes. Ceylon has taken all these steps, 
and other countries, for example, Malaya and 
Thailand, are also taking up the matter. 

The essential problem is that of reducing the 
vast cost of these building programmes to the 
national budget. While several efforts have been 
made to lighten the burden by involving the local 
communities and authorities, this by itself is no 
complete answer. A certain measure of govern- 
ment assistance and guidance is necessary, if 
only in the interest of maintaining standards. One 
measure for reducing costs - the study and pro- 
duction of low-cost local materials - has not as 
yet been sufficiently adopted. 

The position with regard to supplies of basic 
classroom furniture and equipment is similar; in 
terms both of quantity and of quality, a great deal 
remains to be done. 

A special word is required on the textbook 
problem. Complicated by language issues and a 
shortage of production machinery, the textbook 
represented a serious problem a decade ago. 
Since then the growth of government publishing 
(in Burma, Indonesia, Korea, for example) and 
private enterprise (in Ceylon, parts of India and 
Pakistan) has been very rapid. The problem is 
less serious today, but concern is expressed at 
the rising costs of textbooks. There is still a 
great shortage of reference and other professional 
material for teachers. 


CURRICULUM 


Despite wide variations within the region, certain 
common practices and trends appear in the 
primary school curriculum. Thus, the central 
authorities usually issue regulations to prescribe 
the content of instruction. Curricula are pre- 
pared and revised according to a variety of pro- 
cedures, but the participation of teachers and 
parents in the process is somewhat limited. 

One notable trend has been the attempt to relate 
the curriculum to the needs of society in general 
and to the needs of the local community in parti- 
cular. In one such experiment, i.e. the Basic 








school in India, a local craft becomes the centre 
of interest and the integrating factor in the pro- 
gramme. In the Philippines, the community 
school movement has made great progress in the 
past ten years. In Thailand, careful experimental 
work in selected rural and urban areas has been 
undertaken before the central authorities have 
issued suggested school programmes for the 
country as a whole. 

Further improvements in the school curriculum 
are felt to be necessary, but these depend largely 
upon improvements in teacher training. This 
applies particularly to teaching methods, often 
described as being too passive and bookish, and 
to the introduction of new material or methods in 
the primary school course. 

The children's progress through school is de- 
pendent upon annual examinations in at least half 
the countries in the region; and even where pro- 
motion from one grade to another is based on less 
formal requirements, there is a school leaving 
examination at the end of the course in all 
countries except Ceylon and the Philippines. These 
examinations exercise a strong influence on the 
teaching and tend to produce retardation in the 
primary school enrolment. In one State, Malaya, 
the policy of automatic promotion has been intro- 
duced experimentally. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Despite the very different political patterns among 
Asian States, the administration of education tends 
to be centralized in most of them. Earlier attempts 
at a decentralized control, especially of primary 
schools, have been over-ridden in recent years 
by a trend towards more direct central control. 
The poverty of local authorities and the resulting 
slower rate of progress have caused the State 
governments to take over more responsibility. 
The movement in favour of a community school, 
which has already produced interesting curri- 
culum results in several countries, is perhaps 
now beginning to redress the balance. 

With regard to the supervision and inspection 
of schools, conclusions of two types emerge. 
There appears to be a shortage of trained inspec- 
tors in most countries, but this has not reached 
a critical stage. On the other hand, a great deal 
of attention is being paid to the newer conception 
of supervision, according to which inspecting 
officers assist teachers rather than examine or 
police them. In some cases (such as Afghanistan) 
this is being done by separating administrative 
from supervisory functions. The most systematic 
experiment of this type was begun in Thailand in 
1954: while the original provincial and district 
administrative officers remain, a completely new 
corps of supervisors has been built up at the 
provincial level, with an active programme of in- 
service teacher training. 


PLANNING AND FINANCE 


The importance of co-ordinated national planning 
for social and economic development is well re- 
cognized in the region. Education takes its place 
in this process, and most of the countries have 
already set up, or intend to set up, machinery for 
the planning of educational expansion. In certain 
cases the basic services for this type of work, 
such as educational statistics, are still insuffici- 
ently developed. 

From existing plans it is possible to derive a 
list of the difficulties encountered in the effort to 
reach universal primary education within a 
measurable period. In the last analysis, the rate 
of progress is always determined by financial 
considerations ~- the size of the national budget, 
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the proportion of this budget allocated to education, 
and the part reserved for primary schooling. The 
present situation is that the Asian countries devote 
a very appreciable proportion (varying from 6% or 
7% to 40%) of public funds to education; within the 
education budget there is perhaps an indication 
that primary education is not always given priority. 
But as to the future, there are still insufficient 
data to make it possible to estimate funds likely to 
become available. The only safe conclusion, in 
educational terms is that all possible methods of 
economy should be explored (larger classes, 
cheaper constructions, mass-production of school 
supplies) as well as the possibilities of multiple- 
source financing (from provincial and local units, 
religious foundations, as well as the central 
budget).
